Gooding 
Las 
issued 
the 
following 
statement with respect to the Steunen- 
berg assassination case: 
“ I want to state officially that Harry 
Orchard has made a full confession as 
to the manner and motive of the as­ 
sassination of Former Governor Steun- 
enberg, telling of the plans made and 
giving 
the names 
of those 
making 
them. 
The assassination of Governor 
Steunenberg, which occurred at his 
own gate on tile evening of Dec. 30, 
1005. was the third attempt that Or­ 
chard made against his life. 
This con 
fession was made 
to Jam es M cFar­ 
land. 
It included a history of his life 
from his early boyhood up to the time 
of ins arrest. 
In that confession Or­ 
chard implicated all those now under 
arrest and 
others, including 
J. L. 
Simpkins. 
He told the story of twen- 
ly-six murders, 
the results 
of con­ 
spiracies in which all the accused par­ 
ties were interested. 
W hen this story 
is given to the public I believe it will 
be 
the greatest 
narrative of 
crime 
which the world knows. 
“ There has never been any doubt as 
to the truth of Orchard’s confession 
among those who are fam iliar with the 
crimes committed in Idaho and Colora­ 
do and charged to the inner circle of 
the W estern Federation of Miners, i 
have seen Orchard m yself since this 
confession 
was made. 
He 
told me 
that no 
promises of clemency 
or re­ 
ward had been held out to him by Mc­ 
Farland or anyone else.” 
The governor, in his statement, says 
that the state desires to secure jus­ 
tice and there is no thought of punish­ 
ing tile innocent or waging war on any 
labor organization. He also announces 
that he has withdrawn the offer of a 
$5,000 reward for the punishment of 
the guilty parties, with the exception 
of a reward of $1,000 for information 
leading to the arrest of J. L. Simpkins. 


Indianapolis, Feb. 
26.— In a state­ 
ment issued during the evening to the 
Associated Press. V ice President T. T. 
Lew is of the United Mine Workers of 
Am erica declares that there will be no 
strike of the mine workers on April I, 
saying the operators will restore the 
reduction accepted by the miners two 
years 
ago and perhaps 
more. 
The 
statement, 
which is signed 
by Mr. 
Lew is, is as follows: 
“ You may accept one proposition as 
a fixed fact— that there will be no gen­ 
eral 
strike in 
the mining 
industry 
April I. 
The operators will restore 
the reduction accepted by tho miners 
two 
yours ago, 
and perhaps 
more. 
Mr. F. L. Robbins of Pennsylvania and 
Mr. Taylor of Illinois, leaders of the 
operators, recognize their untenable 
position 
at 
Indianapolis 
and 
have 
gracefully submitted to the inevitable 
aud w ill pay an advance to the miners. 
A general strike will he avert* d. Busi­ 
ness will 
not be paralyzed 
by indus­ 
trial strife. 
An era of peace w ill bo 
established for another period of years 
and J he trade agreement method of 
settling labor disputes 
will win new 
friends to its standard. 
“ The anthracite operators must now 
grant an advance in view of the action 
of Hie bituminous operators. 
“ The details w ill be worked out Inter 
and p ro b a b ly through a special nation­ 
al convention of the mine workers. 


Desired Unity of Action. 


“ For two years it has been my de­ 
termined purpose 
to have 
all wage 
agreements of the miners terminate on 
the same date so that unity of action 
might be secured without violating ex­ 
isting agreements on April I, 1900. The 
first move in this direction was made 
iii FIttsburg, Kau., in the summer of 
1004, when the expiration date of the 
contract was extended from the end of 
August to the end of March, this year. 
Practically all our agreements expire 
March 31, next. 
B y virtue of this a r­ 
rangement the mine 
workers of tho 
country are now in a position to com­ 
pel 
the operators to 
deal with 
us 
justly. 
"A t the recent joint convention in 
Indianapolis, I advocated an advance 
for the miners because I believe they 
are entitled to it. 
“ The iron and steel industry and the 
railroads of the country— very large 
consumers of coal— were never more 
prosperous 
than now. 
From 
admis­ 
sions made by those 
engaged in the 
production 
of coal 
and 
dependent 
largely upon the above named indus­ 
tries, it must have been apparent that 
a few cents 
per ton advance 
to the 
miners was not to stand in the w ay of 
the continued prosperous condition of 
the iron, steel and railroad interests. 
The operators at the recent Indianap­ 
olis convention showed the strongest 
evidence of the weakness of their po­ 
sition w'hen 
they ignored 
our argu­ 
ments that they could pay an advance 
to the mine workers 
at tho present 
selling price of coal and still make a 
large profit. 
Developments will prove 
additional facts, nam ely: 
“ First— That some of tim large cor­ 
porations represented at 
the recent 
Indianapolis joint convention were not 
in a position to make a successful re- 
slstence of the m iners’ demands. 
“ Second— That the great coal con­ 
suming public w ill not suffer m aterial­ 
ly by reason of tile advance which w ill 
be granted toThe miners.”

Chinese Guards Around the Forbidden 
C ity Doubled. 


Peking, 
Feb. 
20.— The 
guards 
around the Firhidden City have been 
doubled since Saturday 
and all the 
palaces and residences of high officials 
are especially 
guarded. 
’I'he police 
who have hitherto carried batons, are 
now armed with rifles. 
All the of!! 
d ais that arc accessible either refuse 
any information or profess ignorance 
of the reasons for the precautions that 
have been taken and as a result many 
rumors are afloat. 
The chief of p o l i c e and other offi­ 
cials were telephoned Saturday to re­ 
port to the palace and the display of 
force immediately followed their con­ 
ference. 
Possibly the only cause is 
the alarm of the 
empress dowager 
over the prevalance of revolutionary 
rumors recently. 
The Chinese minister 
at Tokio a 
few days ago telegraphed the govern­ 
ment, warning it against several revo­ 
lutionary students who are departing 
from Japan to China. 
Two 
packages of dynamite 
have 
been found in the street outside the 
gate leading to the palace. 
Apparent­ 
ly they were draped by someone afraid 
to carry them. 
One re p o rt finding credence is flint 
there 
is a quarrel afoot 
within the 
palace between the partisans of the 
empress 
dowager 
and the 
emperor 
over the selection 
of an heir to tho 
throne, but it is not confirmed 


London, Feb. 20.— 1The correspond­ 
ent of the Tribune at Peking says that 
since the reported appearance of Chi­ 
nese bandits in Tsinwantao, the Ger­ 
mans and French have been kept un­ 
der arms at Shanhaikwan, Tsinwantao 
and Tongshan, while the Germans are 
patrolling the villages, with orders to 
shoot all suspicious Chinese. The Gor­ 
man officers who formerly dined at 
the hotel .at Shanhaikwan, the corre­ 
spondent adds, are 
now confined to 
barracks after nightfall. 


A T T A C K C U B A N R U R A L G U A R D S . 


Rioters KHI Two Noncommissioned Of­ 
ficers and W ound Four Privates. 


Havana, 
Feb. 20.— The 
quartered 
town 
of Guanabacoa, 
occupied 
by 
twenty-five rural guards, was attacked 
early in the morning by about thirty 
rioters, armed with rifles and revolvers, 
who suddenly entered from tile rear 
and began shooting indiscriminately 
into the dormitories 
of the sleeping 
soldiers, shouting “ long live the con­ 
stitution,” 
"long 
live 
the 
Liberal 
party,” 
and “ down 
with the 
rural 
guards.” 
As 
soon 
as 
the 
dazed 
soldiers 
realized the situation they seized their 
arms and began 
to return 
the fire, 
wrereupon the rioters fled. 
None of 
them has been arrested. 
It was found 
that a sergeant had 
been killed in his bed and that a cor­ 
poral on guard also was killed, while 
four rural guards were injured. 
Nothing took place 
during Satur­ 
day's celebration of Independence day 
to cause the attack except that rural 
guards prevented a group of striking 
bakers from interfering with work in 
a local bakery. 
The rural guards say that the load­ 
ers of the rioters wore a policeman’s 
uniform, and t h e y claim to have recog­ 
nized some of the others. 
The riot­ 
ers dropped a few weapons and other 
articles in their 
f li gh t . 
Government 
secret soldiers are searching for tho 
culprits.

Young Russian Girl Subjected to T e r­ 
rible Torture. 


St. 
Petersburg, 
Feb. 
20.— Great 
wrath lias been aroused in Liberal cir­ 
cles by the 
publication of 
a letter 
from Mile. Shiridonovo, the seventeen- 
year-old girl who shot M. Luzlienofsky, 
chief of the secret police at Tambof. 
in which she describes the indignities 
and brutalities to which she was sub­ 
jected. 
On account of her youth and 
self-sacrifice in executing the sentence 
against M. Luzhenofsky, who was de­ 
tested on account 
of his cruelty in 
suppressing the peasant disorders, she 
has been made one of the heroines of 
the revolution and is called a second 
Charlotte Corday. 
The letter says that after the shoot­ 
ing of Luzhenofsky, Mile. Shiridonovo 
was knocked down 
and beaten with 
the whips of tho 
Cossacks and rifle 
butts. 
She was then dragged by her 
hair down stairs to a sleigh by the en­ 
raged Cossacks, taken to the police 
station, undressed and thrust into a 
damp, cold cell, where 
she was sub­ 
jected to eleven hours of torment in 
order to force her to reveal the names 
of 
her 
accomplices. 
Two 
officers 
kicked her back and forth across her 
cell, tore lier hair, burned her flesh 
with cigarettes 
and threatened 
her 
with abandonment, to the Cossacks un­ 
less she eonfe - >d. 
Mile. Hhiridonovo is now in a hos­ 
pital in a serious condition. 
Her skull 
I- fractured in two places, one eye is 
Injured 
and her body 
is a mass 
of 
truises from head to foot.

p o r t i n g of tile measure w ill necessarily 
intensify the interest in it. 
There is no prospect of immediately 
displacing 
tile 
statehood 
bill.

there have been many intimations that 
such a course might be pursued if that 
bill 
continues to 
be unacted 
upon 
when, 
a few weeks later, 
senators 
generally find themselves prepared to 
enter what all have believed I rom the 
beginning would be the real conflict 
of the session. 
All 
senators, what­ 
ever their individual views, unite in 
considering the railway question as the 
most important before 
congress and 
friends and opponents of the Hepburn- 
Dolllver bill alike unite in the desire 
to have it taken up as promptly as pos­ 
sible. 
There will be a lull, however, 
after the formal report is made, be­ 
cause all who expect to participate in 
the debate feel tho necessity for suf­ 
ficient time to prepare for the conflict.

W ill Not Rem ain in Obscurity. 


Even during this period of prepara­ 
tion the rate question w ill not be per­ 
mitted to remain in complete obscur­ 
ity. There will he re fe re n c e s to it from 
time to time and every mention of it 
on the floor of til’'* senate w ill probably 
provoke discussion, 
it is not at all

committee. 
This proceeding will not 
be permitted to go beyond 2 o’clock, 
however, for at that hour the state­ 
hood bill w ill have the right of way 
and cannot be replaced except with the 
consent of its friends. 
Senator Foraker will take the floor 


Wednesday w ha a prepared speech on 
the railw ay rate question. 
His will he 
the first formal speech on the subject, 
subsequent to the reporting of the bill. 
So 
far as 
announcement has 
been 
made, the Ohio senator stands alone 
in opposing railway legislation along 
the linos of tho I lepburn Dolliver bill.

Hum phreys 
was sent back

Pacific in 1879 in Possession 


Of Duluth Man 


ROAD EXTENDED TO BISMARCK 


Gives Names of Capt. Spalding-, 


Henry Spalding and Other 


Well Known Men 


T. E. Blanche, general agent in D u ­ 
lu th for tho N o rth ern Pacific road, lins 
come into possession of a folder issued 
by th e road in 1879, and even to thoso 
people to whom 
a 
q u arte r 
of 
a 
ce n tu ry back doesn’t seem so very long 
th e changes in tho n orth w est since th a t 
railroad folder did service are startling, 
A t th a t time th e N o rth ern I ’acitic 
road extended west only as far as Bis­ 
m arck, b u t it appears to have been s u r ­ 
veyed thro ug h to P o rtlan d, as is in d i­ 
cated by the d otted line on tho folder 
map, from the N orth D akota capital to 
th e Columbia. 
In those days th e stage 
flourished in th e wost as a m eans of 
transportation, and it was at a time 
w hen there was m uch excitem ent over 
th e discovery of gold in the Black 
Hills. 
T h e N orthern Pacific folders in 1879 
carried 
num erous 
advertisem ents of 
th ese stage lines and of Missouri river 
steam ers. 
T he buffalo still roamed the 
plains in great h erd s and the w estern 
frontier was full of th e rom antic and 
tho picturesque. 
T hose were the days

All are attuned according to 
tin* laws of melody and are designed 
to call the devout to their devotions. 
Grlese’s bell, however, has no such 
sacred function. Its purpose seems to 
he to make a noise without rhyme or 
music. 
And it has fulfilled its func­ 
tion. so tin* pollee declare. On the com­ 
plaint of a neighbor Grieso was taken 
into custody oil a recent Sunday 011 the 
charge of disorderly conduct, or. in the 
words of the affidavit, “of ringing a 
certain bell without a lawful purpose.” 
When arraigned iii the police court 
Griese obtained a continuance of the 
hearing of tho charge until March I. 
By that time his attorney. Judge A. W. 
Damson, will lie iii readiness to present 
a defence and will attem pt to show 
that his client has as much right to 
ring his own bell as the people within 
the convent to ring theirs. 
When seen at his home Griese was 
proud of his heil and was quite willing 
to explain his side of the case. Point­ 
ing toward the high wall which sur­ 
rounds his home oil three sides. Griese 
said: 
“The bells oil the other side of that 
wall are mony. There is one up in tho 
tower there that weighs a ton and a 
alif. And they range from that one 
down to electric hells.

The big bell is 
rung thirteen times a day. 
I have

three times oil a holiday. Now, why 
can’t I ring my hell when I L ei like it ? 
Besides, there is a steam whistle over 
that wall, and it blows at certain times. 
If I had tin* money I would buy a 
steam calliope, for I enjoy noise.” 
Grlese’s boll is about tin* size of a lo­ 
comotive hell.

Soon after tin* close of tin* civil w ar 
there carne to the pension office in 
W ashington the following unique and 
poetical application for a pension that 
went the rounds of the new spapers 
years ago:

husband, and we ain’t getting enough 
pension- th a t’s what we a in ’t. 
We’re 
getting only .Ho a month, anti we know 
a man that w asn't in the w ar half as 
long as m y husband w as and didn't get 
a shot in him and la* gits his $12 a 
month, and w e want our pension raised 
to th a t rigger or more.” 
One applicant was willing to give the 
most palpable proof of the genuineness 
of his injuries, for he w rote as follows:

During the 
first f av months of Pepys’ theatrical 
experience boys w ere still taking the 
worn a ’s parts. 
T h at the practice s u r­ 
vived in the first (lays of Charles I b ’s 
relg:. .re know from the well w orn a n ­ 
ecdote that when the king sent behind 
the seem** to Inquire wily the play of 
"H am let," which lie had come to sec-, 
w as so late in com m encing he w as a n ­ 
sw ered that the queen was not yet 
shaved. 
But in the opening m onth of 
ltJfd, within five m onths of his first 
visit to ii theater, the reign of the boys 
ended. 
On .lim. A of that year Pepys 
w rites that he “ first saw women come 
Upon the stage." 
N ext night he m akes 
entry of a boy’s perform ance of a wo­ 
m a n ’s part, and th a t is the final record 
of boys m asquerading as w om en In 
th e English theater. I believe the p ra c ­ 
tice now survives nowhere except in 
Jap an . 
This mode of representation 
has alw ays been a g re a t puzzle to stu ­ 
d en ts of E lizabethan dram a. 
It is 
difficult 
to 
Im agine 
w hat 
boys 
in 
Shakespeare’s day, if they w ere a n y ­ 
thing like boys of our own day, m ade 
of such parts as 
Lady M acbeth or 
Cleopatra. 
Before, 
however, 
I’epys 
sa w Slmkespoare’s work oil th e stage 
th e usurpation of the boys w as over. 
It w as after the Restoration, too, th a t 
scenery, rich costum e and scenic m a ­ 
chinery became, to Pepys’ delight, reg­ 
ular features of the theater. 
W hen 
Hie diarist saw “ H am let” “done with 
scenes” for the first tim e he w as m ost 
favorably im pressed. 
Musical accom ­ 
paniment 
w as 
know n to prorestora­ 
tion days, but the orchestra w a s now 
for tho first tim e placed on the floor of 
the house in front of the stage instead 
of in a side gallery. 
The m usical ac­ 
com panim ent of plays developed very 
rapidly, and the m ethods of opera w ere 
applied 
to 
m any 
of 
Shakespeare’s 
pieces, notably to “The T em p est” and 
“ Macbeth.” 
From “ Pepys and Shake­ 
speare,’’ by Sidney Lee, in F ortnightly 
Review.
